The  Death  Rate  for  1940  is  14.7  per  thousand  of  population 
after  adjustment  for  purpo'ses  of  comparability e  This  is  an  increase 
on  the  previous  year  when  the  rate  was  12*7  per  thousa.nd  and  is 
higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  'Wales  which  for  1940  is  14.3, 

Births ; 

The  Birth  Rato  'for  1940  is  11.66  which  is  lower  than  that' 
for  the  previous  year  and  is  also  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  viz;  14.6  per  thousand.  A  tc  tcwl  of  _268  .live  births  wore 
rogistorcDd  during  tlie  year,  140  males  and  128  females.  A  total  of 
15  of ;  these  births  v/ore  illegitimawe  vizj  5  males  and  10  females. 

Infantile  liortali  h:LL 

There  were  20  deaths  of*  infants  under  1  year  of 
ago,  8  males  and  12  females  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of 
68.72  per  thousand  registered  Tiirths.  This  rate  is  higher  than  the 
rate  for  last  year  viz:  63.7  per  thousand  and  is  also  hifgher  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  which  is  55  per  thousands

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Scarlet  Fever: 

Eorty-seven  casus  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurud  during 
the  year  under  review  as  again:jt  a  total  of  46  cases  notified 
during  the  pre'^ious  year.  Seven  cases  wore  of  a  mild  t3^pe  being 
nursed  at  home,  regular  visits  oeing  paid  to  the  respective 
infective  housis  by  the  Saxiit£.rjr  Inspectors  't.o  see  that  the 
isolation  arrar  gements  were  being  complied  v/ith.  Forty  cases 
were  removed  t"  the  Infectious  Disease  ’ Hospital  at  Trolavvney.  There 
was  one  death  Prom  Scarlet  Fever  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria : 

Seven  cases  of  diphtj’.eria  wore,  notified  during  the  year^ 
all  7  cases  being  removed  'zo  the  Infectious  Disease  Hospital  at 
Trela^Tney.  'One  case  being  of  a  severe  type  proved  fatal. 

Tuberculosis; 

There  were  twonty-tt/o  cases  of  Tuberculosis  of  which  18 
were  Pulmonary  and  4  Nin-Pulmcnary .  There  were  21  deaths  from 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year  under  review,  of  which  10  v/ere  males 
and  11  females-  The  average  age  at  death  of  males' being '44  and  of 
females  42  years.

Ambulance  Dotaclment  which  convoys  patients  from  all  parts  of  the 
Area  to  the  District  Hospital,  and  also  to  other  Hospitals  outside 
the  District*  There  are  nov/  tvro  cars,  one  of  which  is  available  for 
infectious  cases o  The  Ambulance  Service  is  utilised  to  a  groat  extent 
and,  as  the  services  of  the  men  are  given  entirely  voluntarily,  their

( e  )  Ho spital-s,  Public  and  Voluntary: 

The  St.  Auscell  and  District 

Hospital  is  the  only  voluntary  Hospital  in  the  district.  This  does 
very  good  'rork,  dealing  largely  with  acute  surgical  case's,  accident 
cases  and  with  grave  medical  cases,  which  cannot  properly  be  nursed 
at  homo*  The  number  of  bods  is  approximately  30  and  over  1,000  patient 
a  year  receive  treatment.  There  is  another  Hospital  for  patients 
under  the  charge  of  the  Public  Assistance  Committee 

(f)  Mortuary  Facilities: 

The  small  mortuary  si-'ratod  at  Par  has  still 
to  servo  local  needs*  I  would  again  emphasise  that  I  am  strongly  of 
the  oph.:..ion  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  a  rmro  modern  and 
convonlont  build  :.ng  more  centrally  placed,  should  be  provided  to 
serve  ruch  a  largo  Urban  Area  as  St.  Austell* 

5.  S4NITAPY  CIRCILISTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

(a)  Wear  or  Supply; 

The  water  supply  to  tho  area  was  maintained  through¬ 
out  the  year.  The  increaseflf  population  was  rosponsiblo  for  eg  much 
larger  consumption  than  normal. 

Regular  sampling  of  sources  for  bacteriological 
examination  was  carried  out  during  tho  year  and ^chlorination  put  in 
operation  at  six  sources.

As  a  brJ.ef  addendum  to  this  annual  report  for 
1940,  there  are  various  points  which  have  required  special 
consideration. 


(1)  This  area  having  become  the  cattle  slaughtering  centre  for 
a  very  large  area,  the  extra  woi'k  thrown  upon  the  Senior  S^^nitary 
Inspector  has  been  enormous. 

(2)  At  the  end  of  the  year  1940,  this  area,  in  my  opinion,  had 
reached  saturation  point  as  regards  evacuees,  in  addition  to  the 
large  number  of  military  stationed  here.  This  has,  ever  since,  caused 
me  anxiety  from  the  point  of  view  of  (a)  Fever  Hospital  accommodation, 
(b)  General  Hospital  accommodation,  the  St,  Austell  District 
Hospital  trying  to  serve  some  60,000  of  population,  (c)  Water  Supply, 
etc,,  etc.. 


The  more  acute  stage  which  has  now  arisen 
through  a  further  reception  of  evacuees,  and  the  possible  reception 
of  refugees,  hao  been  the  subjoob  of  a  report  from  mo,  v;hich,  I 
believe  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Ministry, 


In  conclusion  I  desire  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  courte-sy  and  kindness  again  extended  to  me  by  the 
Council  during  the  year.  Also  my  grateful  thanks  are  due  to  my 
colleagues,  Messrs.  Dobell  and  Groves  for  their  holpful  co-operation 
and  support  and  I  am  partic  ula:/!  /  gratoful  to  Mr.  V/atts  and  iir. Friend 
for  their  valued  assistance,
